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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are deemed allowable over the prior art of record in that the latter 
neither disclose nor render obvious a polyamide-polyphenylene ether composition comprising a 
mixture of block copolymers wherein one of said block copolymers contains from 55 weight % 
to less than 90 weight % of an aromatic vinyl compound polymer block and one of said block 
copolymers contains from 20 weight % to less than 55 weight % of an aromatic vinyl compound 
polymer block. The closest prior art to Saito et al discloses a polyamide-polyphenylene ether 
composition comprising a mixture of a KG 1651 block copolymer and a KG 1701 block 
copolymer, but neither block copolymer contains 55 to less than 90 weight % of an aromatic 
vinyl compound polymer block. These block copolymers are described in Table 1 of Lee, Jr.
